Benjamin C. Smith, of Cémpany L, of 
the 325th infantry, Camp Gordon, was 
seriously injured when he ‘was struck 
by an automobile driven by an unknown 
party, on Main street in East Point late 
Friday night, after he had alighted 
froma street car. 

He was rushed to the base hospital 
at Fort McPherson, suffering from a 
serious cut on the back of the head 
and many bruises about the body. It is 
not believed, however, that his injuries 
will prove fatal. 

The driver of the car, according’ to 
witneses, did not stop after striking 
Smith, but drove rapidly away. No one 
was able to obtain the license number.

While the city construction department 
considers this bid high, Mr. Meador said 


it had not been for the fact that he | 
had placed orders for the necessary 
material before the prices advanced. 
Since his bid was made the cost of 
asphalt has increased 50 cents a bar- 
rel and labor is demanding a 
wages. 

In response to a question by a mem- 
ber ofthe street committee, Mr. Col- 
lier expressed the belief that only one 
bid had been received for the Peach- 
tree street job because the contractors 
do not like to wait sv long for their 
money asa they are now obliged to wait. 

T. D. Meador, Jr., of the Meador Con- 
struction company, coincided with this 
view, and said.the contractors could 
not afford to tie wp their capital in 
street paving, as they are obliged to 
do when taking a city contract under 
the terms of the present charter 
amendment, by which property owners 
have three years time to pay off their 
proportion of the expense of paving. 

If there are no-stumbling blocks put 
in the way of starting the job, the 
Meador Construction company officials 
state they will be able to commence 
the work as soon as théy can assem- 
ble labor and material after their con- 
tract with the city is ratified by coun- 
cil, which will meet Monday. 

This Stretch in Bad Shape. 

H. Li. Collier, superintendefit of con- 
struction, stated Friday that he was 
particularly anxious to have that part 
of the street between Ellis and Pine 
given attention, as it is fast getting 
intO impassable shape. He helieves, 
however, that by dividing the job into 
three sections enough contractors will 
become interested to make bids and 
develop competition that will have a 
tendency to bring down the high prices.

AMERICAN ARMY: 


Paris, March 99-——General Pershing 
called on General Foch m headquar- 
ters yesterday, according to L’Informa- | 
tion, and placed at his disposal the 
whole resources of.the American army 
for employment in the battle now in 
progress. 

“I come,” L’Information quotes Gen- 
eral Pershing as saying, ‘“‘to say to 
you that the Amercan people would 
hold: it a great honor for our troops 
were they engaged in the present bat- | 
tle. I ask it of you, in my name 
ahd in that of the American people. 

“There is at this moment no other 
question than. that of “fighting. In- 
fantry, artillery, aviation—all that we 
have, are yours to dispose of them as 
you will. Others are coming which 
are as numerous as will be necessary. 


4I have come to say to you that the 


American people would be proud to be 
engaged’ in the greatest battle in his- 
tory.” 

General Foch placed General Persh- 
ing’s offer before the council at the 
front, L’Information says. The council 
includes Premier Clemenceau, Com- 
mander-in-Chief Petain and Douis 
Loucheur, minister of munitions. 

The French press expresses itself 
feelingly in appreciation of General 
Pershing’s visit te Gernéral Foch. La 
Liberte says: 

“General Pershing yesterday took, in 
the name of his country, action which 
was grand in its simplicity and of 
moving beauty. In a few words, with- 
out adronment, but in which yibrated 
an accent of chivalrous passion, Gen- 
eral Pershing made to France the offer 
of an entire, people. ‘Take ail,’ he 
said. ‘All is yours.’ The honor Persh- 
ing claims is shared by us and it is 
with the sentiment of real pride that 
our soldiers will greet into their ranks 
those éf the new world who come to 
them as brothers.”

SENATORS DENOUNCE 
~ CREEL'S COMMITTE 


For Publishing ‘‘Flamboyant”’ 
Airplane Pictures—Fraud 
on the Public. 


Washington, March 298.—Publcation 
by the committee on public informa- 


tion in its official bulletin yesterday of- 


airplane photograph captions which 
the senate military committee recently 
declared “flamboyant” .and ordered 
suppressed, was severely denounced to- 
day in the senate, 

Senator Wadsworth, a member of the 
committee, called the sefiate’s attention 
to the publication of the captions which 
he said the committee had banned, ana 
added: | eo nd 

“It is time the public information 
committee had a censor.” 

Senator Thomas, another committee 
member, also expressed su:iprise over 
the captions in view of.the military 
committee’s disapproval. He said tne 
captions told of thousands of air- 


planes being sent to the American 
forces abroad. 

Senator Thomas declared he thought 
the time has come when “congress 
should have something to say regard- 
ing a publication. of this kind,” refer- 
ring to the Official Bulletin. e added 
that the printing of untruths is bound 
to react upon the morale of the- people. 

Senator New asked if the fficial 
Bulletin was not “primarily a direct 
fraud on-the press of the err: to 
which Senator Thomas replied at it 
was “primarily, directly and indirectly." 

Senator Smith, of Georgia, denounc- 
ed what he called the “loose system” 
prevailing in the management of the 
committee on public information. 

Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, also 
attacked the airplane captions in the 
bulletin. Despite the pledge of repre- 
sentatives of the committee that the In- 
formation conveyed in the captions 
would not appear, he declared it has 


Co-operate With City Of- 
ficials in Campaign to Kill 
Disease-Spreading Pests. 


Uncle Sam, in connection with the 
city of Atlanta, will inaugurate at once 
a “swat the fly” campaign. Acting in 
conjunction with Chief John Jentzen, 
of the city sanitary department, Dr. 
Perey Ahrons, of the federal health 
service, and hie staff of inspectors will 
enter the campaign against flies in At- 
lanta. 

The inspectors of the United States 
public health service will act with those 
of the city in searching out the breed- 
ing places of files about Atlanta and 
ites suburbs, and the people will net only 
be instructed as to measures for pre- 
venting the breeding of the disease- 
spreading pests, but will be shown how 
to starve them out by keeping all fly 
food, such as garbage, manure and 
other refuse, covered. 

Dr. R. M. Grimm, of the United States 
public health service, places especial 
emphasis upon the importance of fight- 
ing the fly at this season, pointing out 


the fact that this ia the breeding time 
of flies, and that if they are deprived 
now of their favorite breeding places, 
such as manure heaps and garbage’ 
wastes, it will appreciably decrease the 
number of flies that will come to ma- 
turity this summer in Atlanta. 

Premiises, it TF) pointed 
should be kept clean of all refuse 
nd decaying matter, and no ma- 
nure should be left uncovered.

New Rates, Fixed by Food Ad- 
ministrator, Go Into Ef- 


fect Monday- 


An incraese of five cents per hundred 
pounds for ice will be made to the gen- 
eral cousumers in Atlanta and vicinity 
this summer, according to information 
given out at Ahe office of the federal 
food commissioner for Georgia Friday 
morning. The new prices fixed by the 
administration will be 45 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, where coupon books are 


. purchased, against the price of 40 cents 


a hundred pounds which was paid last 
summer. The small purchaser, who 
buys in little quantities, and who does 
not use the coupon book, will pay at 
1the rate of 50 cents a hundred for ice, 
which was the price last year. 

A rate of 30 cents for 1,000 pound 
lots has been fixed by the state food 


administrator. - 
These prices, fixed by the federal 


food administrator for Georgia, Dr. A. 
M. Soule, will go into effect next Mon- 
day morning, and apply"to Atlanta and 
the immediate guburbs about the city. 
It is declared that the same regulations 
will also be made for other Georgia 


cities. 
The ice prices which have been an- 


nounced by Dr. Soule were made after 
a long and very careful investigation 
of the situation by Major D. F. Mc- 
Clatchey, executive secretary for the 
food administration office, who gave 
out the following statement Friday 


morning:

oe The “daylight saving” plan becomes opet- 
ative all over the country tomorrow, morning. 
The whole thing—and there is little to it 


so far as it affects the daily routine—is as 


simple as the addition of one and one te 
make two. 

The change has been agitated and dis- 
enssed and speculated upon until some seem 
to have the idea that a mysterious, super 
natural change is about to take place. 

But congress has essayed no such role. 
ATl that has been done is this: Congress, 
very wisely and in keeping with a precedent 
set in Europe about three years ago, and 
which has been followed with universal sat- 
isfaction by England, France and other gov- 
ernments, enacted a law. providing that the 
clocks of the nation should, during the night 
of March 30-31, be turned ahead one hour, 
and turned back one hour on the night of 
October 26-27. 

That's all there ts to it. 

At midnight, or before retiring tonight, 
all the American public has to do is to go 
te its clocks and set the harids ahead just 
one hour, and before depositing its watches 
under pillow, advance the-hands one hour! : 
That's all. 

Don’t meddle with the alarm apparatus 
at all; because if you are scheduled to arise 
at 5:30, you will arise at 5:30 just the same.

. If you are in the habit of breakfasting at 7, 


you'll breakfast at 7 a. m. from now on just 
as you did before March 31. 
Services in your church will begin at the 


same hour tomorrow as they did last Sunday. 


The stores that open at 8 a. m. will con- 
tinue to do so; banks will open at the same 
hour by the clock, and close at the same 
hour, as has been their custom. 

Ta other words, all that the public has to 
do to meet the fullest requirements of: the 
new ordér is simply. to “act natural’”’—to 
keep precisely the same hours in the per- 
formance of ite daily routine as it has been 
in the habit of keeping. There will be no

FARM JOBS AND SAVINGS. 


In a well-diracted effort to promote the 
back-to-the-farm movement the Ohio State 
Council of Defense has undertaken a com- 
plete and detailed survey of labor conditions 
both urban and rural; and while its work is 
not finished, it has progressed far enough to 
enable the council to submit some wage com- 
parisons which are decidedly interesting. 

The employment division of the organiza 
tion has undertaken to show city workers 
receiving moderate salaries that they would 
be better off financially if-they were to go 
to the country, even though the rural wages 
sound much smalier. It has compiled a table 
of comparisons, taking into account the nec- 
essary normal living expenses as compared 
with wages or salaries, both in the city and 
in the country; and its report stresses the 
fact that the investigators have exercised 
particular care not to exaggerate. 

This table shows that for a married man 
a farm job at $30 per month equals a city 
job paying $105; that a $35 farm job equals 
a city job at $110; a farm job that pays $40 
a month is on a par with one in the city 
paying $115, and that a farm job at $45 is 
worth one at $120 in town, “not taking into 
consideration,” the report adds, “the possi- 
bility of raising some stock or produce on 
shares, which is usually customary.” 

As for the unmarried man, the investi- 
gators claim that a farm job at $25 per 
month equals a city job at $80; that a job in 
the country paying $30 is equal to one in 


town paying $85; a farm job that pays $35 is’ 


equal to a city job paying $90, and that the 
farm laborer getting $40 a month is as well 
off financially as though he were “drawing 
down” $95 a month in the city, which “does 
not take into consideration possible share in 
profits or privileges, such as the use of 
horses, usually customary.” 

The figures are based upon a comparison 
of living cost on the farm and in the aver- 
age city, which, taking the case of the mar- 
ried man getting $100 in the city as against a 
$40 job in the country, runs as follows: 

House rent, nothing on the farm; $20 in 
town. Groceries, exchange of produce, noth- 
ing on the farm; $38 in the city. Milk, noth- 
ing on the farm; $4 in the city. Fuel, $3 on 
the farm; $5 in the city. Light, $1 on the 


‘farm; $2 in town. Insurance and taxes, $3 


Clothes and incidentals, in- 
cluding car fare, lunches, amusements, 
churches, etc., $13 on the farm and $28 in 
the city. Total expenses, on the farm, $20; 
in the city, $95, leaving a balance saving of 
$20 for the farm laborer as against $5 for 
the man in town. 

The unmarried man’s account is figured 
thus: 

Total cash income $35 on the farm; $90 
in the city. Board, room and laundry: fur- 
nished, nothing on the farm; $37 in town. 
Insurance, $8 in efther piace. Clothes, $6 
on the farm; $9 fn the city. Car fare, amuse 
ments, church, lodge, athletics, charities, etc., 
$5 in the country; $20 in town. Total ex- 
pense, $14 on the farm; $20 in the city; leav- 


ing a balance saving in either instance | 


of $21. : 

As a matter of precision farm labor com- 
mands considerably higher pay than is reck- 
oned in the foregoing comparisons; but even 
as they stand they leave one wondering why 
it is that so many able-bodied young men, 
married and single, persist in clinging to a 
hand-to-mouth existence in the cities, ap- 
parently deaf to the alluring call of the 
country. 

And the compilers of these estimates fail 
to mention the really most cogent advantage 
the country offers: That having to do with 
health; pure air, pure water, lots of sun- 
shine and open space in which to breathe 
deeply and watch Nature in the performance

When this blow, if it comes, will 
fall, or where, is as yet sealed in the 
minds of the.men directing the prog- 
ress of military affairs for the allies, 
but seemingly it must come soon, if 
it is to be effective.

Athens, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)— 
Athens is having a time keeping up 
with the times, and vet has been offi- 
cially and le@aily ahead of the times for 
15 or 18 years. Athens, in the central 
cime area, has been operating on east- 
ern time for a long while—since years 
ago, there was much “bitter fighting 
over the adoption of a locally standard 
time and trial was made of slow time, 
sun time, fast time and “‘any old time.”
